Reason for allowance 

2. In light of the present invention's method for managing devices which comprises 
the novel limitations of traversing a class hierarchy database to determine at least one 
device specific class that corresponds to the at least one device independent class, 
wherein the class hierarchy database stores a class hierarchy and associations 
between classes; modifying the received request, wherein in the modified request the 
least one device independent class has been translated to the at least one device 
specific class; generating a device specific request in a device specific language; and
